Since the art study, strangely 
enough, overlooked many classes, not surpris- 
ing that, far the use the dictionary concerned, 
the pupils are permitted ignore its existence they 
choose else are recommended general and mystify- 
ing terms consult Webster. The fact that Noah Web- 
ster has been dead and buried for nearly hundred years 
naturally makes for difficulty the practice the sug- 
gestion. 


The right use the dictionary necessitates the pres- 
ence dictionaries—small and handy individual books, for 
consultation anent spelling, pronunciation and division 
into syllables; and unabridged work for investigation 
the derivation words, the employment synonyms 
and the trend correct usage. Children need 
drilled the rapid use the larger work, the mean- 
ing the diacritical marks, the classification defini- 
tions. And they need, too, led see the impor- 
tance having recourse the dictionary their uncer- 
tainties. The teacher should here teach the preach- 
ment good example. don’t like say so, but 
cannot blink the fact, that some teachers practically never 
consult date dictionary and are accordingly given 
inaccurate language and slovenly pronunciation. 
Even the schoolroom have heard such nouns 
recall, address, discourse, and allies accented the first 
syllable. 


Professor Dewey’s Book.—Our teachers will find food 
for reflection “Schools Tomorrow,” John Dewey 
and Evelyn Dewey (E. Dutton Company, New 
York).

Professor Dewey does not, might expect, give 
religious training the importance that are bound 
give it; but some his generalizations other problems 
connected with school work merit our thoughtful atten- 
tion. strives steer middle course between the 
“bookish” ideals one group educationists and the 
“practical efficiency” ideals another. insists, 
happy compromise, that the “primary and fundamental 
problem not prepare individuals work particu- 
lar callings, but vitally and sincerely interested 
the calling upon which they must enter they are not 
social parasites, and informed the social 
and scientific bearings that calling.” 

Surely that ideal worthy one for the Catholic 
teacher. was, substantially, the subsidiary ideal some 
our great Catholic educators, notably such men 
St. John Baptist Salle and the Venerable Don Bosco, 
both whom concerned themselves, “vitally 
cerely,” with the needs the children tradesmen and 
the poor. think St. Vincent Paul put himself 
record being dire dread the social parasite.

XII FENELON 
Brother Leo 


Men there are who, dwelling the present, conduct 
themselves though they were neither the world nor 
it; and men there are who, though quickened im- 
pulses that beckon heavenward, remain ever the earth, 
earthy. Both classes are extremists. And both classes 
shrink from facts. The one attitude begets the religious 
fanatic, the raving doctrinaire; the other brings forth the 
Sadducee—and Montaigne. 

What most distinguished Fénelon man and writer 
that possessed the synthesizing spirit. partial, 
lop-sided view life satisfied him. the superficial ob- 
server Fénelon mass contradictions, less man 
and prelate and prosateur than baffling amiable par- 
adox. More careful study shows Fénelon man ripe, 
accomplished, courtly, pious and singularly and excep- 
tionally broadminded—so broadminded accused 
narrowness. Above all shown embodiment 
the spirit correlation, synthesis. still 
schoolboy expressed his great desire unite sacred 
and secular learning, and the idea lying behind the wish 
never wholly left him. Everywhere see his spirit 
synthesis. That, anything, the key “Telema- 
dominates his educational theory and praxis. 
helps understand his difficulties the matter 
Madame Guyon and Quietism. the spirit his 
court life Versailles and his clerical life Cambrai. 
the soul that animates his “Letter the French 
Academy.” And certainly the only light which 
can understandingly read Saint-Simon’s description 
Fénelon’s personal appearance. Fénelon was, according 
that prince gossip, tall, thin, well built, pale, with 
prominent nose and sparkling eyes unforgettable face; 
grave and gallant, earnest and gay, scholarly, patrician, 
episcopal. “There were found the most contradic- 
tory qualities perfect agreement with one another.” 

THE MAN. Francis Salignac Mothe-Fénelon 
(1651-1715) was born the Chateau Fénelon Peri- 
gord (Dordogne), France. His family was noble and im- 
poverished, rich mainly the good repute warriors 
and prelates who had shed glory the Salignac name. 
the heroes the crozier rather than the heroes 
the blade Francis found himself drawn, and while still 
delicate, big-eyed lad, expressed his wish enter the 
ecclesiastical state. kindly uncle helped his edu- 
cation, and young Fénelon studied successively Cahors, 
the Sorbonne and Saint-Sulpice. 

Ordained priest 1675, Fénelon took part the char- 
itable works the Sulpicians from which was with- 
drawn the Archbishop Paris direct institution 
founded for the instruction recent and prospective con- 
verts the Catholic Then came Louis XIV’s 
revocation the Edict Nantes, with the consequent 
need understanding missioners the Huguenot dis- 
tricts. Even frankly prejudiced writers pay high tribute 
the zeal and tact and kindliness with which Fénelon 
went about his work among the heretics Saintonge. 

Next the lengthy list Fénelon’s activities come 
his efforts education. From his theories pedagogy. 
brought about through his friendship with the Duke and 
Duchess Beauvilliers, was led consideration 
more practical phases the subject when received 
appointment tutor the king’s eldest grandson, the 
Duke Burgundy. was honored with membership 
the French Academy 1693. Two years later was 
consecrated, his friend Bossuet, Archbishop Cambrai. 

The most unfortunte episode Fénelon’s career, and 
one which books about him occupies amount 
space out all proportion its real importance, was 
his connection with Madame Guyon—a well-meaning but 
uneducated woman who had developed mystical mania 
and who succeeded spreading turmoil and contention 
preaching her peculiar doctrine Quietism. More 
chivalrous, perhaps, than prudent, defended 
Madame Guyon until such time that interesting lady 


was beyond the ministrations defence, and then 
defended himself his book, “The Maxims the Saints.” 
The work proved veritable storm center and the dis- 
putes, neither edifying nor salutary, that occasioned, 
attracted the attention all Europe. The book was bit- 
terly opposed Bossuet, and much his bitterness re- 
flected Fénelon whom his lordship Meaux had 
formerly befriended and admired. When the book was 
condemned Pope Innocent XII 1699, Fénelon gave 
the world noble example hearty and unequivocal sub- 


Saddest, yet sweetest, were the closing years Féne- 
lon’s life. Commanded Louis XIV remain within 
the confines his archdiocese, the prelate said have 
been “banished” from court. Such banishment caused 
him little pain. But did suffer account the aliena- 
tion the friendship the king, Madame Main- 
tenon, Bossuet, and the deaths, one one, men 
who had clung close him through evil report and good 
report. was saddened, too, the decline the power 
France, even then discernible, for already the star 
“Louis Grand” was paling before the flaming comet 
the Duke Marlborough. Cambrai lay the track 
the invading armies, but for himself and for his people 
the archbishop had naught fear; Marlborough gave 
express commands that Fénelon’s goods and chattels 
untouched. model prelate, father his priests and 
his people, Fénelon moved among his flock always courtly, 
yet always gracious and approachable. death left 
behind him neither debts nor money. 


Strangely enough, the most significant tribute ever paid 
the memory Fénelon came from the furies the 
Reign Terror. They swept, license crazed, upon Cam- 
the sacred bones former prelates en- 
shrined the cathedral, melted down the coffins into 
bullets. But when the invaders reached the bier Féne- 
lon, they stayed their ruthless hands. touch, save the 
touch loving gentleness, upon his mortal remains; 
and those gory men, who blasted the monuments em- 
perors and scattered the ashes kings, laid tokens 
their respect and love upon the coffin Fénelon. 


THE EDUCATOR. Bossuet had been appointed 
educate the Dauphin, and—owing the truism that you 
cannot make silk purse out sow’s ear—he had 
achieved but indifferent success. Fénelon was appointed 
educate the son the Dauphin, and achieved 
brilliant success. Yet the raw material which awaited 
the shaping hands Fénelon was scarcely less unpromis- 
ing than that which Bossuet had already wrought upon. 
The little Duke Burgundy was wild and lad, 
given the most extraordinary bursts temper and 
the extremes emotional display. would smash the 
clock that called him distasteful task, launch into 
wild and impotent tirade against the rain that fell inop- 
portunely; his personal attendants made life tor- 
ment. Then came Fénelon and won the boys’ confidence 
and love; and having that, taught him exercise 
all things moderation and reserve. was not the work 
day. Fénelon exercised superhuman patience and 
infinite tact. But succeeded. And, had his pupil lived 
ascend the throne, may well believe that subsequent 
disasters the history France would have been les- 
sened and deferred. 


Therefore, Fénelon was practical educator. un- 
derstood the art molding character, setting forth 
right ideals, forming noble habits. was not less 
successful the lesser art imparting instruction—an 
art which wisely made means the larger end 
educational endeavor. laid broad and deep the founda- 
tions learning the Duke Burgundy. Bossuet once 
gave Fénelon’s pupil exacting examination and ex- 
pressed surprise the scholarship and maturity the 
Dauphin’s son. 
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Fénelon was likewise weighty contributor edu- 
cational theory. Not only was ahead his times; 
was some respects ahead our times. student 
education can afford overlook Fénelon’s classic, 
“Treatise the Education Girls.” 

That treatise the first the subject the history 
educational thought. “It holds,” says the Viscount 
St. Cyres, who not any means blind admirer 
the Dove Cambrai, most judicious balance between 
the two opposing parties the time. one side were 
the précieuses, enthusiasts for the ‘higher’ education 
their sex; the other were the heavy Philistines, 
often portrayed Moliere, who thought that the less 
girls knew the better they were likely be. Fénelon 
sums favor the cultivated house-wife; his first 
object was persuade the mothers take charge 
their girls themselves, and fit them become wives and 
mothers their turn.” 

The “Education Girls” really application 
specific field those principles moderation, corre- 
lation, which insist upon the distinguishing char- 
acteristic Fénelon. The treatise points out the neces- 
sity education for girls—a necessity not any means 
generally recognized his day; dwells upon the for- 
mation healthy habits the basis all education; 
recognizes the advantage making study attractive; 
draws attention the educational value the Sacred 
Scriptures; discusses means making religious instruc- 
tion interesting and vital; takes cognizance the prin- 
cipal defects girlhood and suggests appropriate reme- 
dies; sets forth the chief duties womanhood the 
specific goal training; and investigates the equipment 
the ideal teacher. 

Fénelon’s educational theory was shaped the light 
sane and purified humanism. Human nature 
assisted, trained and developed, maintained; not 
crushed thing wholly evil. scores those teachers 
—even now, alas, not entirely vanished from the earth! 
—who demand their pupils precision thought and 
degree attention which they themselves are in- 
capable and who rely unduly upon the pedagogical ef- 
ficiency threats and punishments. Such teachers, 
maintains, make schooling hateful thing and destroy 
the children’s sense reason and justice. “He felt the 
charm childhood,” says Paul Janet, “and loved chil- 
dren. That why great educator and one the 
masters pedagogy France.” 

Time and again find the author the treatise 
insisting his favorite idea correlation. “We must 
avoid the fault ordinary teachers who let the child 
associate nothing but tedium with his studies, nothing 
but amusement with his hours play. must make 
learning and virtue agreeable. the child learns 
regard virtue something sad and sombre, all lost.” 
Fénelon the first educational writer dilate upon the 
pedagogical advantages “un visage riant.” 

Many passages the “Education Girls” sound 
though they had been written with present day condi- 
tions the author’s mind—for instance, the statement 
that idleness produces “pernicious attraction” toward 
shows and diversions. Others again show the writer’s 
fixed belief object lessons. All them manifest that 
Fénelon had glimpsed the modern shifting educational 
endeavor from the logical content the imparted truth 
the center the child’s learning process. The “Edu- 
cation Girls” is, from every point view, far more 
significant contribution educational theory than the 
vastly over-rated “Emile” Rousseau. 

THE WRITER. principal works, some 
them not published until after his death, are: “Refuta- 
tion “Treatise the Existence God,” 
“Dialogues Eloquence,” “Fables.” “Dialogues the 
Dead.” “The Adventures Telemachus,” “Questions for 
Self Examination the Duties King.” Most 
these were written for his pupil, the Duke Burgundy, 
who retained warm personal affection for 
tinguished preceptor even after Fénelon had fallen under 
the displeasure. this list must added num- 
erous letters written Fénelon’s penitents and friends. 

His controversial writings, including those brought 
about the dispute anent Quietism, are not without ad- 
mirers. “From literary point view,” says Bishop 
Hedley, “his apologetic writings are perhaps the finest 
examples his grace; vigour and learning.” Aye, per- 


haps; but the world has decided that Fénelon’s most en- 
during monument literary greatness his philosophical 
romance, “The Adventures Telemachus.” 

This Greek poem French prose, Voltaire some- 
what inaccurately described it, was written during Féne- 
lon’s leisure moments own recreation and for the 
edification the Duke Burgundy. Never was book 
written with more innocent intentions, and never was 
book vigorously assailed attack the divine 
right kings. Published without the author’s consent, 
first part and then complete, 1699, was interpreted 
satire the court Louis XIV which the king, 
Madame Montespan, James England and other 
celebrities were held scorn. Only after Fénelon’s 
death was generally recognized that had unjustly 
suffered from the imputation things evil and that “Tele- 
machus” one the great literary triumphs the 
world. 

Like most truly great books, “Telemachus” has been 
times extravagantly praised. has been called the 
most perfectly written book the French language; 
has been described possessing “all the splendor 
Homer, all the elegance Virgil, all the charm fiction 
joined all the force fact.” (Feller, “Biographie Uni- 
verselle.”) The truth that, Boileau long ago pointed 
out, “Telemachus” didactic novel with undue em- 
phasis the didactic. Mentor always talks beautifully; 
but there are times when talks too much. All the de- 
scriptive passages have charm and grace; but there are 
too much them and too many. too, suf- 
fers from the fact that sets forth ideal government 
ideal people under ideal conditions and therefore rises 
too far above the human life which the office 
literature interpret; but here, Fénelon sins, sins 
the noble company Plato and the Blessed Thomas 
More. 

But criticism, necessarily the expression personal 
opinion, never more personal than when dealing with 
such work “Telemachus.” much, very much, 
depends point view. Thus, friend mine main- 
tains that Corneille ranks higher than Shakespeare. And 
why? “Because,” the deliciously naive explanation 
goes. “your Shakespeare paints men they are, while 
our Corneille paints men they ought be.” Based 
such premises argument could forever. forces 
the meaning holding the mirror nature and 
Pilate’s pregnant query, “What And 
Kipling’s conundrum: “It’s pretty, but 
art?” 

all that may, there denying that Féne- 
lon, his letters, his apologetic works and especially 
the wonderful romance the son Ulysses, shows 
his mastery the art expression. The world let- 
ters would poorer for his loss. While his style 
sometimes marred lack energy and too cloy- 
ing richness, possesses that grace and melody which, 
even French, within the command only select 
few. “Telemachus” gains rather than loses compari- 
son with the products our giddy-paced times. “When,” 
says Mr. Morley, “we turn modern literature from 
Fénelon’s pages, who does not feel that the world has 
lost sacred accent, some ineffable essence had 
passed out from our hearts?” 

Verily; for the grace God was him.

Statistics gathered Dr. Perry from forty-five lead- 
ing cities the United States show that one month 
there were over 800,000 attendances upon evening func- 
tions the public school buildings these cities. The 
bulletin declares that these figures mean many eve- 
nings spent wholesome activity persons many 
whom would otherwise have spent that time less 
beneficial positively harmful pastimes. 
800,000 instances the influence the school one 
month, whether scattered over many persons con- 
centrated upon few, indicate the tremendous force for 
righteousness that was extended one month’s ex- 
tention work these forty-five cities.” 


“The public character all functions held the 
school buildings has the effect censoring those 
asserts Dr. Perry. “The activity which group 
heartily, publicly, and unshamedly seeks, affords the kind 
expression that its members need. When youths and 
maidens consort the public school building social 
life may certain that instincts racial importance 
are being cherished instead exploited.” 


says Dr. Perry, large number 
young people, the heyday life, are devoting their 
ample margins energy passive amusements and 
degenerating satisfactions. What holds these young 
people back from profitable pastime lack meeting 
places and leadership. Suitable meeting places and 
wise leadership would, for vast majority them, 
change the evenings waste and drifting into times 
upbuilding and character-strengthening. The opportu- 
nity which society needs for this purpose -it possesses 
the vast equipment the public school which lies 
idle otherwise during the period popular leisure.”

Notice the shrubs growing among the rocks the 
foreground and the pebbles the shepherd’s pathway. 
Notice the background the picture, the trees, the 
water and the distant horizon. This good picture 
from the standpoint composition. composition 
mean the art grouping the figures picture.

GAMES FOR SCHOOLROOM AND PLAYGROUND 


(For Intermediate Grades) 


Corner Spry 

The players are divided into four groups, which are 
stationed four corners the room. Four captains 
stand the center, each with bean bag, facing his 
corner players, who stand row. Each captain 
throws his bean bag the head player his row. The 
bag thrown back the captain, who tosses the 
next one, and until all the players have tossed. 
Then the captain calls “Corner and runs the 
head the row, and the last player becomes captain. 
The group that first has all its players the captain’s 
place wins. 

Bag Pile 

The players are divided into two more equal parties, 
which line ranks. Near the front end each rank 
down the line. signal the first player each rank 
takes bag and passes down the line, sending the 
others succession after rapidly possible. The 
last player the line upon receiving the bean bag lays 
the floor front him, and each bag reaches 
him piles the preceding one, thus making 
stack. Only the first one may touch the floor. The stack 
must able stand without assistance and the player 
who stacks the bags must have help his task. 
Should the bags fall over any time the player must 
pick them and pile them over again. The line scores 
which first succeeds getting all its bags stacked. 
The last player, the one who stacked the bags, then car- 
ries them the front the line and becomes the 
first passer for the next round.of the game. The line 
wins which first scores 10, has been decided be- 
forehand.

THE NOVEMBER ELECTIONS 


November elections were held ten states. 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New York 
voted the proposition woman suffrage. The ques- 
tion was defeated New Jersey majority 50,- 
000, New York about 180,000, Massachusetts 
about 130,000 and Pennsylvania about 50,000. The 
vote not discouraging, however, the women suf- 
fragists, for showed that the four states there are 
nearly million male voters who are favor woman 
suffrage. 

the state New York the new constitution which 
had been framed constitutional convention give 
the state greatly improved form government, was 
overwhelmingly defeated about 400,000 majority. 
Massachusetts the democrats were defeated and the re- 
publican party returned power the election the 
republican candidate, Mr. McCall, the governorship. 
Kentucky, Maryland and Mississippi elected democratic 
governors. The chief interest Ohio’s election lay 
the submission the voters state-wide prohibition 
amendment the constitution. The amendment was 
defeated about 25,000 majority. This was gain for 
the prohibitionists, last year the same proposition was 
defeated 83,000 majority. Virginia the voters suc- 
ceeded electing legislature pledged the enactment 
legislation support the constitutional prohibition 
amendment which goes into effect November 1916. 

PROGRESS THE EUROPEAN WAR 

Figures pyblished few weeks ago show that the 
thirty days from September October 25, 1915, was 
the bloodiest month the history the world. There 
was the fiercest kind fighting thruout most the 
thirty days every part the battle line east, west, 
and south the central powers Germany and Aus- 
tria. estimated that during this thirty-day period 
full million men were killed wounded. 

The British Premier statement made before the 
British House Commons early November made 
clear that his administration and the nation large 
were determined to-day ever prosecute the war 
its end. With this attitude the British govern- 
ment may joined the attitude France expressed 
General Joffre’s recent utterance, today would 
crime against posterity.” 

answer criticism regarding the British campaign 
the Dardanelles, Premier Asquith has made reply 
emphasizing the fact that the Dardanelles campaign 
had checked the efforts the Turks the direction 
the Suez Canal and had kept 200,000 Turks engaged. 
reported that the opinion gaining ground that Great 
Britain will soon abandon the Dardanelles campaign and 
remove its forces there engaged the Balkans and 
make effort prevent the Austro-German forces 
from reaching Constantinople. 

During the past month the Austro-German army has 
been invading Serbia from the north and the Bulgarian 
army from the east and south. After capturing the 
Serbian capital, Belgrade, the Austro-German forces, 
slowly step step, have fought their way southward, 
capturing several important strongholds, and, tho suffer- 
ing heavy losses, have driven the Serbian army south- 
ward. The Bulgarian forces have made steady progress 
and have driven the southern wing the Serbian army 
westward, capturing the two important railroad junction 
cities Nish and Uskub. The most important Serb- 
ian arsenal has also been captured the enemy. 
When the Bulgarian army took possession the city 
Nish and raised the Bulgarian flag, the Bulgarian gen- 
eral telegraphed the Bulgarian Premier that “The Bul- 
garian flag has been hoisted remain forever.” The 
Premier replied with the message, “The capture Nish 
where the national flag will wave forever has afforded 
great joy and colleagues.” About two-thirds 
Serbia now within the combined Austro-

German and Bulgarian armies. This gives Germany and 
Austria two important routes thru Constantinople, 
one the Danube River and the other rail thru 
Belgrade and Nish.

Thomas Desmond, founder and 
publisher The Catholic School 
Journal, and Vice President The 
Citizen Co., Milwaukee who died 
his home the city Milwaukee 
Nov. 30, after illness several 
months. 


Mr. Desmond was educated the 
parochial schools Milwaukee and 
the University Wisconsin, where 
specialized history, pedagogy, 
literature and journalism. While 
the University edited the students’ 
papers, The Daily Cardinal, The Lit- 
erary Monthly and The Wisconsin 
Aegis. 

After leaving the University, Mr. 
Desmond was for two years editor 
the Green Bay Daily Gazette, and was 
also connected with the Associated 
Press. 1901, established The 
Catholic School Journal, monthly 
magazine methods, aids, and cur- 
rent educational topics for teachers 
and directors parochial schools and 
academies, which work devoted 
himself with great zeal and success. 

This zeal and dynamic energy has 
made The Catholic School Journal,

whose service Catholic education 
has been warmly commended the 
Apostolic Delegate and the entire 
American hierarchy.
